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THE CHRISTIAN’S HOPE 


LESSON TEXT—John 14:1-6; Revela- 
tion 22;:1-5. 
GOLDEN TEXT—In my Father's house 


are many mansions,—John 14:2, 


Hope is something this world des- 
perately needs, and which it has all 
but abandoned. Little wonder when 
one recalls that the usual meaning 
of hope is hardly more than ‘‘wish- 
ful thinking'’ without any real confi- 
dence—and that such hope as men 
have, has been only in their fellow- 
men, who have so often grievously 
failed them, 

The Christian's hope—ah, that is 
something quite different. ‘To him 
hope is certain expectation resting 
on the assured Word of God. Such 
a light only shines brighter as the 
darkness deepens. As the lights of 
men's promises and purposes fiick- 
er and die out, the hope of God's 
people shines like a beacon in a 
dark and stormy night. 

How appropriate that we should 
use the last Sunday of this year to 
remind one another of that hope, to 
trim the lamp, as it were, for even 
brighter shining, as we cast its 
beams out into the unknown year 
just ahead. There are three great 
and helpful things in this lesson. 

I. A Sure Promise of Heaven 
(John 14:1-3), 

We are not forgetting that for us 
who love the Lord there is the bless- 
ed hope of His return. He {is com- 
ing again (v, 3). But whether we 
have the joy of being caught up to 
be with Him, or go by way of death, 
we have a sure promise of the eter- 
nal dwelling place which He has 
prepared for us. 

“Let not your heart be troubled’’ 
—the very words come like the balm 
of Gilead upon our restless, troubled 
lives. Faith in God and in Christ— 
there we have the sure anchor of 
the soul. He has promised. We 
may count on His fulfillment. We 
show our faith in our fellowmen by 
trusting their word, even though 
they often fail us. Shall we not 
then fully trust the omnipotent, nev- 
er-failing God? 

Il, A Safe Way to Heaven (John 
14: 4-6). 

Our Saviour has not just gone be- 
fore us and bade us follow as best 
we may, but He is Himself the Way. 
Having Christ, we have the way. 
Observe that He does not say that 
He is the ‘‘way-shower,’’ as one re- 
ligious system names Him. He is 
not just an example, or the master- 
teacher, or a martyr to a holy cause. 
He is ‘‘the way, the truth, and the 
life.’’ 

Note, too, that no man comes to 
the Father but by Christ. Dr. Wil- 
bur M. Smith points out that ‘the 
apostle Paul in his epistles constant- 
ly emphasizes the truth that we have 
access to the Father only through 
the Lord Jesus Christ (Rom. 5:2; 
Eph, 2:13, 18; 3:15; Heb. 7:25; 10: 
19-21). Jesus is not one way to God, 
He is the only way to God. Men 
cannot come to God through any- 
one, but only through Christ.” 

Someone may say, ‘‘That's very 
true, and wonderful. I am a Chris- 
tian, and I have Christ who is the 
way. But what is heaven like? 


Ill. A Symbolic Picture of Heaven 
(Rev. 22:1-5). 

First of all there is “‘life’’—the 
river of life, the water of life. In 
heaven there is no death, but only 
eternal life, blessing, peace, and joy. 
In this world man lives under the 
constant shadow of death as the en- 
emy which hurts, destroys, and re- 
minds him of sin. But in heaven 
all is life through eternity. 

“When we've been there ten thousand 
years 

Bright shining as the sun, 

We've no less days to sing God's praise 

Than when we first begun.”’ 

Then we have what Dr. A. C. 
Gaebelein calls ‘‘the seven glories 
of the redeemed”’ (vv, 3-5), Let us 
enumerate them. (1) ‘‘No curse’’— 
perfect sinlessness. (2) ‘‘The throne 
of God and of the Lamb shall be 
therein'’—giving perfect and bless- 
ed government forever. (3) ‘His 
servants shall serve him’’—in per- 
fect, unhindered, untiring service. 
Heaven will not be idleness (perish 
the thought!), but blessed and hap- 
py service for God. (4) ‘They shall 
see his face’’—an eternal, undimmed 
vision of God. (5) “His name shall 
be on their foreheads'’—speaking of 
eternal ownership and possession. 
(6) ‘“‘There shall be night no more”’ 
—God is the light throughout eter- 
nity. No more darkness to fear. (7) 
“They shall reign forever and ever.”’ 
Few of us would care to reign in 
this world, for that brings only sor- 
row and trouble, but to reign with 
Him, that indeed will be eternal 
blessedness. 

So then we have—a sure promise 
of a heaven to which we have a 
safe way, and concerning which we 
have such blessed knowledge. But 
what good is the promise if we do 
not accept it? What good is the way 
if we do not receive Him? What 
good is there in knowing about 
heaven unless we are going there?

CURING FRESH MEAT CUTS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Better cured 
cuts of meat may be had this win- 
ter by using the following method 
of curing, says W. H. Gregory, 
animal husbandman, Auburn: 
Mix 8 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
sugar and 2 ounces of saltpeter 
for each 100 pounds of meat. Di- 
vide into two portions, Rub meat 
with one-half of mixture and put 
in box or barrel, Break the pack 
the third day and repeat the treat- 
ment, then repack the meat, Keep 
the meat in cure 2 to2%% days 
Per pound, (A 10-pound cut should 
remain 20 to 25 days, etc.)

Brought Opportunity To 
Over 300 Coffee Boys 


(By Nell Fannin Hutchison) 

A. door of opportunity has 
swung open in the bleak wall of 
their future this Fall and nearly 
800 out-of-school Coffee County 
youths have passed through, 

Hasing the strap of their heavy 
cotton sacks off their shoulders 
or shaking the dust of peanut 
picking from their clothes and 
hair after a day's toil in the 
fields, these boys, both white and 
biack, have gone, to night school 
to learn trades. Some of them 
were unemployed. 

The things that drew them to 
the training centers were: an op- 
portunity to learn the use of ma- 
chinery for improved farming; the 
hope of a chance at better pay 
than they now receive for their 
labor; and the ability to answer 
their country's call for ‘skilled 
hands in shipyards, munition 
plants, cantonments and like plac- 
es where skilled labor is needed. 

All the boys are between the 
ages of 17 and 25. Some have 
families of their own, some not, 
None had means for college nor 
access to technical schools in this 
county whose population is pre- 
ponderously rural. 

The night schools they attend 
are a part of the Out-of-School 
Youth ‘Training Program for 
courses in national defense under 
the direction of R, EB, Cammack, 
State Supervisor of Agriculture, 
through district and county edu- 
cational officers, 

The four types of courses are: 
Auto mechanics, electricity, sheet 
metal work and wood work. The 
teachers are capable local crafts- 
men of many years’ training and 
experience, 

There are 18 schools in prog- 
ress in the county. Classing them 
by types, the groups and instruc- 
tors are: Auto mechanics, two 
ciasses in Enterprise, Horace Bllis 
and Albert Kelley, instructors; 
New Brockton, C. W. Davenport; 
Kinston, W. D. Coon; Elba, Sam 
Rowe and A, D, Fuller. The last 
named for negro students, 

Electricity: Kinston, Robert O. 
Page; Elba, I, Dorman; New 
Brockton, Luther E, Baker; En- 
terprise, M. R. Ivey; Mt. Pleas- 
ant, W. J. Slawson. 

Metal Work: Elba, Farley Tay- 
lor; Enterprise, S. E. Stephens. 

Wood Work: Zion Chapel, A. M. 
Chapman; New Hope, D. L. Pad- 
gett; Goodman, Robert Wise; En- 
terprise, Obie Ellis; Elba, Jack 
Owen; the last named two being 
for colored students. 


The objectives of these night 
schools are: To create a reservoir 
of youth with preliminary train- 
ing who may go into national de- 
fense industrial employment as 
cccasion demands; to better qual- 
ify youth to serve agriculture as 
it becomes increasingly mech- 
anized; to serve as a device for 
selection and guidance of youth 
into advanced or specific training 
courses. 

A tour of seferal classes was 
made recently by the reporter, ac- 
companied by T, EH. Paden, liaison 
officer on the program. At the 
shop of S, E, Stephens, Enterprise, 
students in sheet metal work 
were making small utensils; one 
a funnel, another a lawn broom, 
A worker at the forge was 
shaping a steel rod into a chisel. 
Other students were learning the 
principles of welding with both 
acetylene and electric welders. 

The fitful blue glare from the 
electric welder in a workroom 
in Elba created a stage-lighting 
effect for the metal work class 
of Farley Taylor. This earnest 
group of 19 were as busy as 
beavers, each taking his turn at 
the welder while the others ob- 
served . Mr. Taylor, an expert 
from the local Dorsey Machine 
Shop, explained and instructed. 
The students are being perfected 
in pipe threading, block smelting, 
etc. Mr. Taylor purchased the 
welder at his personal expense 
for use with his class. 

Three auto mechanic classes 
were visited where the operation, 
care and repais of tractors, trucks 
and automobiles were taught 
(both gas and diesel engines.) 

The class of Horace Ellis in En- 
terprise was at work repairing a 
tractor. Previous lessons had 
been on trucks and cars, 

Eighteen boys in New Brockton 
were overhauling a distributor, 
taking a motor apart and replac- 
ing the pieces under the direction 
cf C. W. Davenport. This class, 
according to the instructor, re- 
ceived a “kick” out of learning to 
install new wires in their ma- 
chines, as the favorite stunt of 
pranksters at rural parties is to 
disconnect the wiring and leave 


fome swain and his best girl 
Stranded, They are now fixed for 
that emergency, 

Boys at the Miller Garage in 
Elba, instructed by Sam Rowe, 
had been given the job of salvag- 
inging the still useful parts of a 
wrecked automobile owned by one 
of the boys’ father and making 
the necessary repairs, 

The many and varied details of 
auto mechanics are taught in the 
six Classes of this type including’ 
repair of starters, carburetors, 
brakes, generators, valves, rings, 
radiators, adjustments of cylin- 
ders, pistons, cleaning, ete. 

Luther E, Baker, a seasoned 
Enterprise electrician, was super- 
vising the rewiring of the voca- 
tional building of the High School 
GALLEY TWO— 
in New Brockton. High praise 
was given the rural boys by their 
instructor, “Not a man of the 19 
enrolled has ever lived in a wired 
house,” he stated, “R, BE. A. has 
not yet reached their homes, yet 
I have never seen a_ brighter 
group of apprentices, 


“After one session of lecture, 
We constructed a panel (blue 


print) on the blackboard showing 
every detail of the proposed 
work, They went at it with re- 
markable success,” 

Heavier wiring is being in- 
stalled as new equipment in the 
vocational workrooms made the 
original small wires dangerous. 

Negro youths in the shop of the 
Coffee County Training School, 
Enterprise, were studying wood- 
work with Obie Ellis, Enterprise 
carpenter, directing. The users of 
Saw, square and hammer were 
making @ resounding racket as 
the boys became proficient in the 
use of tools and various phases of 
carpentry. The desk being con- 
structed that evening will become 
the property of the school board. 


Report of outstanding achieve- 
ment comes from the wood-work 
class at New Hope, whose instruc- 
tor, D. L. Padgett, learned his 
trade in the workshop of his fa- 
ther-in-law, noted country par- 
Son-Cabinet-worker, Tup Plant. 

Places visited were typical of 
all, according to the liaison offi- 
cer, Every group is making sat- 
isfactory progress. Classes meet 
five nights each week for a three- 
hour period, eight-weeks course. 
At its conclusion, students may 
re-enlist, shift Subjects or drop 
out, as the work is entirely vol- 
untary, Many among’ the profi- 
cient will go to centers of higher 
trade training. 

All names are placed on the 


State employment rolls and six 
have already been called into ser- 


vice since the classes started on 
October 6. 

These boys include some from 
nearby homes to those who travel 
a distance of 22 miles. From five 
to 15 miles is an average radius. 
An approximate estimate of 108 
communities are represented. 

Buildings, materials, tools and 
transportation are supplied. 

The county superintendent of 
education, school principals and 
vocational teachers have given 
every possible aid and assistance 
to this group to whom more 
schooling had been a _ hopeless 
dream.

WASHINGTON,— Negotiations 
for construction contracts for 
new triangular division Army 
camps at Ozark, Ala., Blackstone, 
Va., and Bastrop, La., will be en- 
tered into at the earliest possible 
moment, the War Department 
announced. 

Selection of these three sites 
was announced last summer in 
accordance with the depurtment’s 
long range planning program and 
the construction authorization 
was disclosed late Thursday. En- 
giaeering layouts and other de- 
tailed plans for the camps have 
been complete for some time. 


ALABAMA FARMERS BEING 
PULLED OUT OF THE MUD 


Alabama farmers are being 
pulled out of the mud at a rapid 
rate by the golden flow of auto- 
motive tax dollars now being col- 
lected from the State’s motorists 
at a record-high level, Barl M. 
Hearne, Secretary, Alabama Pe- 
troleum Industries Committee, re- 
ports. 

“The 1940 census of the Fed- 
eral Government shows _ that 
36.4 per cent of the farms in this 
state are located on unimproved 
cirt roads, as compared with 39.4 
per cent in 1930. That certainly 
rhows remarkable progress dur- 
ing the past decade in pulling the 
farmers out of the .mud,’’ Mr, 
Hearn said. 

“Striking progress also was 
made in extending hard-surfaced 
highways into all sections of the 
state. In 1940, the census shows, 
7.7 per cent of all the farms in 
this state were situated on hard- 
surfaced highways, as compared 
with only 1.8 per cent in 1930. 
Most of the farms in Alabama are 
now either located on good roads 
or are within comparatively short 
distances of such highways.
